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a second means for generating a second synchronized word detecting window, 
which covers the position of the synchronized word and is within the same time period as the 
first synchronized word detecting window; 

a means for detecting the synchronized word in the first or second synchronized 
ord detecting windowi and 

a control means ror resetting the position of the second synchronized word detecting 
window as related to the fi^st synchronized word detecting window under a predetermined 
condition. 



9.(anBpnded) A synchgjnization protecting and setting method for signals received in a 
radio base staijon comprising the steps of: 

generating a first synchronized word detecting window, which covers a position 
of a synchronizer word provided in a reception signal received at the radio base station; 

generating a second synchronized word detecting window, which covers the 
position of the syndhronized word and is within the same time period as the first synchronized 
word detecting windW; 

detecti^ the synchronized word in the first or second synchronized word 
detecting window; and 

resetting tfte position of the second synchronized word detecting window as 
related to the first synchronised word detecting window under a predetermined condition. 



lO.(amended) A synchronization apparatus provided in a radio base station comprising: 
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first window generator for generating a first synchronized word detecting 
window, which tovers a position of a synchronized word provided in a reception signal received 
at the radio base station; 

a sYnchronized word detector for detecting a synchronized word present in a 
received signal within the first synchronized word detecting window and outputting a 
synchronized word obtecting pulse; 

a second window generator for generating a second synchronized word detecting 
Window, which covers \he position of the synchronized word detected by the synchronized word 
/ofetector as is within the ^ame time period as the first synchronized word detecting window; 

a pulse generator for outputting a detecting pulse according to an AND condition 
of the synchronized word cJftecting pulse and the second synchronized word detecting window; 
and 

a register for resetting the position of the second synchronized word detecting 
window as related to the first sy^ph^onized word detecting window under a predetermined 
condition.
